MCGUMBUS AND FLORIDA MAN GO YACHTING 
The rumors are true. Hamptons Police 
Department personnel were on full alert this 
week after learning that infamous Shelter Island 
troublemaker Old Man McGumbus—a 105-year- 
old former Chief Parachute Silk Decorator in 
WWII, and founder of the Men Seeking Keening 
Women dating app—was out of hiding and on the 
prowl with his new best friend, Florida Man. 
According to Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch, McGumbus dug out of his underground 
bunker on Shelter Island ine aad! selec 


after nearly five years of subsisting on dried 
meats and maintaining almost no contact with 
the outside world. “It seems Florida Man, a 
notorious character from the Sunshine State, is 
indeed in the Hamptons this summer, and from 
what we understand, he went to see McGumbus 
and convinced him to emerge from his little iron 
warren late Monday night,” Hirsch says. “Several 
hours after he agreed to come out, McGumbus 
was miraculously able to walk off the beach with 
little help from Florida Man, and the two went 
out to a series of local bars, eventually landing in 
Sag Harbor where they proceeded to get stinking 
drunk.”

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A Pivotal Moment 


When Steven Spielberg Bought a House in East Hampton, Things Changed 


teven Spielberg bought a home on West End 

Avenue in East Hampton in 1977, when the 
Hamptons was not yet The Hamptons. A good 
case can be made that, like Moses leading his 
flock, his moving here caused the start of the 
rush of actors, directors, producers, writers and 
other film people who now comprise, on certain 
occasions, what seems to be 101% of the entire 
population in these parts. 

But if Spielberg has had an enormous influence 
in the Hamptons, it’s also true that the Hamptons 
has had a noticeable influence on him. Besides 
Jaws, which began as a best-selling book about

the Hamptons and was originally scheduled to be 
filmed in the Hamptons, he has made a second 
award-winning film about a trial that had its 
obscure beginnings aboard a slave ship anchored 
offshore Montauk with some of its crew coming 
ashore, and he acted as executive producer for 
a third movie whose ending featured a tsunami 
that hit the Hamptons (the scene filmed in 
Amagansett). 

Steven Spielberg was just a promising young 
filmmaker from suburban Los Angeles when he 
was approached by Universal to direct the movie 
Jaws. He became familiar with the book. Author 
Peter Benchley presented the Hamptons— 
mentioning some of our towns by name—as the 


beautiful and quiet peninsula it then was, as a 


community where the mayor was terrified not of 
the man-eating shark but of the fact they had a 
man-eating shark that, if it became public, would 
ruin that year’s summer resort season. 

I do not know how Spielberg arrived at the 
decision to move here, but he certainly must 
have toured the Hamptons with other studio 
bigwigs and decided that it was indeed quiet and 
beautiful, but not quiet enough to make the plot 
plausible. So instead, the movie was filmed on an 
island, Martha’s Vineyard. 

It was soon after the movie was made—it 
premiered on the east coast in 1975 at East 
Hampton Cinema, with the actors and filmmakers 
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getting the full red-carpet treatment 
right here on Main Street—that 
Spielberg and his _ then-wife, 
Amy Irving, bought a property 
at the head of West End Road in 
East Hampton and made it into 
the compound of buildings that 
it is today. Soon thereafter, the 
two major costars in that movie 
bought homes in the Hamptons. 
Roy Scheider, the chief of police, 
was one. Richard Dreyfuss, the 
young scientist, was the other. A 
third, Robert Shaw, who played the 
fisherman Quint, died of a heart 
attack in 1978. There seems little 
doubt though that Quint, the shark 
hunter, was modeled both in the 
book and the movie on the irascible 
Montauk shark hunter Frank 
Mundus. Both were loud, self- 
absorbed, rifle-toting personalities. 

In 1997, a few years after filming his award- 
winning film Schindler’s List, about the evils 
of Nazi Germany, Spielberg took on the evils 
of slavery by filming a little known incident 
involving Cinque, a slave from Africa kidnapped 
by slave ship to Cuba, who, along with 50 other 
slaves, was being transported to a smaller ship 
along the Cuban coast to the plantation of a new 
owner. They broke their chains and rebelled, took 
over the vessel and made the ship’s crew, now 
hostages, sail the ship La Amistad away from 
Cuba and back to Africa. 

By day, they sailed toward the morning sun, 


which the slaves knew was the correct direction, 


Jt 


but by night, the crew, with no sun visible, 
sailed north, soon arriving as an almost floating 
wreck off Montauk. There, Cinque and others 
went ashore briefly for directions and supplies, 
and during that interval an American frigate by 
chance appeared on the horizon, took over the 
ship, gathered up Cinque and the others, and 
accompanied La Amistad to Connecticut. 

The trial of Cinque, the ringleader now accused 
by Spain of kidnapping Spanish citizens and 
murder—the captain had been stabbed—was 
the subject of the rest of the film. In the end, 
Cinque was convicted—President Martin Van 
Buren at the time did not want to make this into 


an international incident with Spain—but with 


Cinque sentenced to be returned 
Africa, courtesy of the U.S. Navy. 
This was done, and Cinque, who 
cared little about any celebrity 
status, disappeared into his tribe 
and never was heard from again. 

Spielberg might have known 
about this incident, because 
_ Dan’s Papers amongst others 
_ had published an account of it a 
few years prior. Amistad had not 
been the title of a book, as far 
as I know. In any case, the film, 
| which starred Anthony Hopkins, 
Morgan Freeman and Matthew 
McConaughey, was an_ artistic 
success and further burnished 
Spielberg’s reputation. 

The third film with connections 
to the Hamptons was Deep Impact, 
an end-of-the-world movie that 
according to scientists fairly accurately described 
what we were in for in the event a meteor struck 
the planet. The tie-in was only one scene, but it 
was filmed in Amagansett. People were placed 
on the beach to be the recipients of the enormous 
tsunami that resulted from the meteor’s splash 
into the north Atlantic—it was CGI’d in, since we 
didn’t exactly have a tsunami—and some friends 
of mine were extras in that scene, in which they 
were to express horror and panic. 

Spielberg lives a very private life on his 
compound at the head of West End Avenue. He’s 
rarely seen in public. But he, together with his 
second wife, Kate Capshaw, and their children are 
here, and we are proud to have them. &&

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Mooning

his past week was exactly 50 years since the 

first American landed on the moon. There 
was a lot of media coverage about it, about 
how from each opposite perspective the moon 
and the earth could be clearly seen as just two 
marbles floating through the cold darkness of 
space, about how Grumman Aerospace, with its 
facilities in Bethpage and Riverhead, built the 
moon lander, about how when our first astronaut 
stepped off the metal ladder and onto the moon’s 
sandy surface, he said “one small step for man, 
one giant step for mankind.” 

Not mentioned, however, was a report of a 
recent discovery on the moon that could have 
disastrous consequences for mankind. 

Scientists at NASA and the University of Baylor 
in Texas have reported that the moon has an 
increased pull of gravity at its south pole. The 
area is in a place called the Aitken basin, a circular 
crater with a diameter of more than 1,000 miles. 

Something metallic is under there. We've got 
all sorts of little vehicles that scoot around on the 
surface, measuring things, as you know. And the 
belief is that something very large—perhaps an 
asteroid or something else metal—must have hit 
the moon a few billion years ago and burrowed 
itself into this crater, with dust and ice eventually 
covering it over so that nobody until today has 
noticed it.

Edwards Theatre in East Hampton when I was 
about 14 years old and scared the hell out us. 
The trouble started because the scientists at this 
remote base at the Earth’s North Pole—we hadn’t 
been to the moon yet—couldn’t leave well enough 
alone. Exploring around outside their Quonset 
huts in their awkward white-canvas suits with the 
flashlights strapped to their foreheads just above 
their snow goggles, they come across a huge dark 
shadow just under the ice.

Restaurant Named for a Delicacy Famous from Elsewhere Doesnt Last Long

estaurants in the Hamptons come and go. 
We try the new ones. Everyone’s a food 
critic. It gets a thumbs up or a thumbs down. 

A year or so ago, a new. restaurant opened 
up in the building on the Montauk Highway in 
Bridgehampton across from the Carvel. I took 
one look at the name out front, thought this 
couldn’t possibly succeed, and privately vowed to 
never eat there. Now it’s gone. There may have 
been another reason it closed, maybe even a good 
one, but my opinion is it was the name. 

“Hudson Blue Crab House.” 

Looking at that name, I believed there was 
somebody who thought that the people of eastern 
Long Island, which qualifies as one of the great 
fisheries in the world, would somehow want 
to eat a kind of shellfish that is not caught 
commercially here and, by its very name, made 
you think of a big truck with ice and crabs in 
crates in the back being driven for hours and 
hours to get these crabs here from upstate New 
York, which is famous for them. 

The owner of this place, I thought, must really 
be proud of his Hudson Blue crabs. And, of 
course, we would love them, too. 

We here on the East End are proud of the fish 
we are famous for: striped bass, fluke, bluefish, 
lobsters and clams. Our commercial fishermen 
harvest them fresh right off our shores. Recently, 
in fact, there was someone with a computer 
program that, I was told, could arrange with 
customers to tell them the very time of day the 
fish he was about to eat got caught. The waiter 
could announce it. 

It seemed to me that featuring Hudson Blue 


crabs would be like opening a restaurant here that 
featured Idaho potatoes. It would be like opening 
a wine shop that sold only California wines. 
Strawberries? We get the famous strawberries 
from Costa Rica here. 

The building that housed the Hudson Blue 
Crab House has for nearly half a century been 
occupied by one restaurant or another. And I 
have a story to tell about the time this place was 
called The Hayground Tavern. I think about this 
story every time I drive by this restaurant, no 
matter what they call it. 

As you know, I’ve been writing this newspaper 
for 60 years. The names of the restaurants come 
and go. Back in the 1980s there was a time it was 
called The Hayground Tavern. 

I was selling all the ads in the paper myself 
back then. I’d walk around town with a sales pack 
under my arm. When The Hayground Tavern 
opened, I went in. It was a local tavern and Tom, 
the man behind the bar, said he was the owner. 
He bought $2,000 worth of ads that year. He 
signed the contract, we shook hands and the 
ads got published every week. But he never sent 
a check. 

That fall, I stopped in to get a check and he 
said he didn’t have it but would mail it by the 
following week. When he didn’t do that, I called 
and he said, oh, I forgot, I’ll do it next week. This 
went on a while and he was very polite, but the 
following spring he still hadn’t paid it and I was 
still getting “anytime now” excuses when I called. 

I went along with it. I liked my customers. 
This routine continued on through the second 
year—I wouldn’t sell him a new ad until he paid 
for the earlier one, of course—and in the fall the 
dance continued. 


At this point I told him if he didn’t pay I'd have 
to take him to Southampton small claims court, 
where matters under $3,000 are decided. He 
said no worries. The check will be in your hands 
next week. _ 

When again it wasn’t, I had a summons 
served on him. There was a court date. When he 
didn’t show up, the judge awarded me a default 
judgement, and soon after that I called to tell him 
the sheriff would be showing up to get the money. 

About two months later, I was upstairs in my 
office in the Dan’s Papers building when I heard 
a ruckus downstairs that sounded like fighting. 
There was shouting and doors slamming and 
chairs moving about. I ran down the stairs to find 
everybody in the front office on their hands and 
knees on the floor, picking up hundreds of dollar 
bills. They were everywhere. 

“What’s going on?” I asked. 

“Tt was that guy from The Hayground Tavern,” 
the office manager said. “He threw all this money 
at us. He said, “Tell Dan Rattiner to never come 
into The Hayground Tavern again.’ Then he left, 
slamming the door.” 

It was everything he owed. 

After that, every time I’d drive by The 
Hayground Tavern, a bolt of fear would 
stab through me. Ten years went by. Then 
someone told me they'd heard there were new 
owners of The Hayground Tavern. “Great!” 
I said. 

I immediately raced over, parked out front, 
took out my sales pack and strode in the front 
door. People were sitting at the bar. From behind 


. the bar, a man turned and looked at me. 


“You! Out!” he shouted. 
And out I got.

“It really is a world-class treasure that we have here,” says 
Alejandro Saralegui, Executive Director of the Madoo Conservancy. 
“And it’s very varied. It’s a whole work of art. Whether it’s the 
gardens, the houses, the poetry written here or the paintings painted 
here—they are together to create this world called Madoo.” 


It all began as imagined by a single mind in the summer of 1966. The 
abstract expressionist artist Robert Dash had moved to Montauk in 
1960 to escape New York City, but in 1966 he saw a 1.9l-acre plot of 
land, used as a tractor turnaround, in Sagaponack. No one expected 
anyone to buy it, nor for anyone to create a world-class garden 
there. But then, Robert Dash wasn’t just anyone. 


The property contained two historic sheds and that was about all. 


Then Dash set to work on the place he would live for the next 47 
years, until his death in 2013. Immensely learned, he called his home 
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and garden “Madoo,” Scottish for “my dove.” Now the nearly two 
acres boast between I5 and 20 (depending on the year) individual 
rooms, each with its own character. There’s the ginkgo grove; the 
quincunx-shaped gardens hedged in yews; the potager (decorative 
vegetable garden), the rill; the Asian pond garden; the exedra (curved 
seating area); and so many more. 


The garden seems much larger than it is because it’s made up of 
many small elements that relate to one another. And there are 
many hidden vistas; turn a corner and you see something completely 
different. The ginkgo grove in particular is a source of pride at 
Madoo-—it’s beautiful and colorful year-round, and it was entirely 
Dash’s innovation, a gift to the world of garden design. 


Despite its status, Madoo has a very endearing down-to-earth 
quality. Those home gardeners who feel like they're not sure what to 
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plant are in good company. Saralegui explains that he too sometimes 
wonders, even in midsummer. Of course, there is a gardening staff 
but it’s up to Saralegui to decide what to plant and where. “! point 
very well, they tell me,” Saralegui laughs. And just as with a home 
garden, there are spots that just don’t work out. “There are times,” 
he says, “we're just thinking, that whole area needs to be redone.” 


A garden like Madoo is dynamic and always changing. It’s not 
set in stone, with the same things planted every year in the same 
place they've always been planted. After all, Saralegui says, “There 
are things that are at the end of their lifespan, whether it’s the 
structure that the plants are growing on or whether it’s the plants 
themselves.” 


He continues, “Bob was always very careful to say that the garden 
shouldn’t be preserved in amber. For instance, right by the lavender

gazebo there was a very pretty weeping crabapple, pink blooming, 
and it looked so pretty against the lavender gazebo. But it was just 
giving up the ghost, and I’ve wanting to cut it down for years, and 
the nostalgic side of me didn’t want to do it. And it just snapped in a 
storm three weeks ago. 


“One of the great things about Madoo is that it’s a great example 
for homeowners. It’s lots of little gardens, and of course two acres is 
not an unheard-of property size here. But you could copy one of the 
garden rooms. Everything’s on a really human scale.” 


And just like most homes, Madoo has weeds, they let dandelions 
grow in the spring for the bees to feast on, the irrigation system 


breaks down. It’s not a perfect, untouchable space.

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ll see a new vista everywhere you turn. 


As for Saralegui’s favorite specimens, “We 
have three stewartias, which really quite 
beautiful and they’re in bloom,” he says. 
“They have a white flower with a yellow 
center. And they fall face-up. They look like 
fried eggs. It’s a beautiful tree. 


“There is a handkerchief tree, which is a 
relatively rare, interesting tree to have. 
Maybe my favorite, favorite tree is the 
franklinia that we have, which is really a 
beautiful specimen. That's a tree that was 
discovered by William Bartram in, | think, the 
1780s on the banks of the Altamaha River 
outside of Atlanta. He dispersed seeds and 
cuttings all over the states and into Europe. 
When he went back to get more, it was gone, 
and it’s never been found in the wild again. 
So all of it all of the franklinias—named 
after Dr. Benjamin Franklin—are in theory 
genetically identical.” 


Past, present and future are always 
intertwining at Madoo. “We have an 
exhibition up now which celebrates our 
25th anniversary as a public garden,” says 
Saralegui. “Photography and art, essentially, 
but it really does pinpoint the importance 
of Madoo in the gardening world. We've got 
pictures of Bob in the ‘80s and ’90s, and 
pictures of Rosemary Verey. The pictures 
show how Verey’s garden in England 
influenced our garden here. There’s Kurt 
Vonnegut, there’s John Ashbery, there’s 
Douglas Crase—all these incredible writers. 
There was this amazing salon here in the 
70s and "60s." 


Gesamtkunstwerk: painters, and writers, 
and poets, and beautiful gardens, all 
together in one hotbed of creative activity. 
Perhaps Madoo is Dash’s greatest work 
of all.

An old saying goes that it requires a 

hundred years to make a lawn, and 200 years 
to make a good lawn. Clearly, a mature garden 
with established trees and plantings is an 
invaluable asset to any property. 
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“Since what happens outside in the Hamptons is equally as 
important as what happens inside, landscaping and other outdoor 
amenities are extremely important,” says Corcoran agent 
Gary DePersia. “Most buyers look for it to complete their Hamptons 
experience. Screening from neighbors is the one aspect 
of landscaping buyers most look for. Of course, the overall 
beauty of the property is just as important.” 


Other experts agree. The American Society of Landscape 
Architects (ASLA) recommends that homeowners invest 10% of 
the property’s value in landscaping. Yes, of course they may have 
something of a vested interest, but other statistics bear them out. 
Some numbers (which are always rough, after all, since all real estate 
is local) suggest a |OO%-to-many-times that return on investment 
when it comes to a beautiful garden. Other experts suggest an 
increase in value on the property home from 5 percent to 20%. 


If those numbers sound high, keep in mind that landscape 
architecture goes beyond plantings to include structural features 
such as lighting, fences, stone patios, fire pits, swimming pools and 
ponds. Outdoor rooms, terraces, and even outdoor kitchens count in 
the landscaping budget. 


Remember that when choosing a design for your garden (if you 
want to change or improve what is there now), a landscape should

complement the style of your house. A stark modern 
home suits a more spare garden, perhaps with much 
stone hardscaping, while a traditional home looks 
better with a classic American-, English- or French- 
style garden. With an eye toward the fine details and 
the overall beauty, designers of some of our favorite 
Hamptons gardens reveal how these lovely landscapes 
came to be. 


Southampton’s 237 Gin Lane boasts a magical, almost 
dreamlike garden, full of unexpected vistas, bountiful 
flowers, and secret gathering spots. The two 
acres of land have been beautifully designed with 
fountains, stonework, enchanting secret areas, 
rolling lawns and foaming hydrangeas. The covered 
porch and the summerhouse have similar bell roofs, a 
thoughtful touch. 


“One of the fountains is actually a hot tub, very 
private, and the other is an outdoor shower,” says its 
designer, Mario Nievera of Nievera Williams Landscape 
Architecture. “The clients were two gentlemen who 
had estates all over the world. And they really liked the 
English-style gardens, which were also quite fashionable 
at the time. Now the more popular style is a little bit 
more contemporary. But this garden is definitely in the 
English style.” 


But the idea for stonework, Nievera says, comes from 
the Costa Brava. The couple owned a villa in Cadaqués, a 
seaside town north of Barcelona, and in the area 
you see many drystone walls, much like in the Cotswolds 
in England. The stone on the Gin Lane estate thus 
refers both to England and to the couple’s property 
in Spain.

Listowel is an exquisite estate in Water Mill. There are 6.9 acres of 
land, which includes formal parterres, an allée of sycamore trees, an 
orchard of 60-year-old apple trees, potager, flower-cutting gardens 
and drystone walls. “The owners, dislike curves,” says landscape 
architect Quincy Hammond, “so that’s why everything is rectilinear in 
the garden. 


“The way we settled on the design was we settled on images of 
gardens that we found appealing,” she continues. “The owner would 
cut things out of magazines and mail them to me. We ended up 
deciding on a few different gardens that had elements we wanted to 
re-create here. 


“One of them was Hidcote, in England, with its allées of hornbeams 


and those long axial views. Another one was Sissinghurst; the garden 
of David Hicks in Oxford. A Russell Page garden in Leeds. They were 
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all English gardens. These all have a strong component of hedges and 
garden rooms divided by hedges. There’s this unfolding of experience 
that happens as you move throughout, and there are long axes that 
connect. But there’s still going to be a surprise as you move from 
one place to another.” 

And, Hammond adds, the owners like only white flowers, so along 
with the desire for right angles, two central factors nave driven 

the design of the garden. Tne effect is slightly eccentric in the best 
English way, but also lovely, complementing the traditional style of 
the house. 


Time and a confident vision are at the heart of the creative process 
for any luxurious garden space, and inspiration can come from near 
and far. The first step is, of course, taking the first step. Just think, 
in just 200 years your lawn will be looking its best.

r ine art has been called an attempt to bring order out of chaos, and a salve 
to the unbearable crudeness of reality, but the impact of a brilliant painting, 
drawing or print is often lost without a proper frame to display and safeguard 
it.

Ben McHugh of Hampton Photo Arts in Bridgehampton and the store’s newer 
outpost, HPA Southampton, has perfected the art of making other people’s 
creations and treasures look better leaving his shop than when they arrived. 
After years working in his family business, the Framer can mount just about 
anything, from Pablo Picasso prints to Manny Pacquiao’s boxing trunks. 


“L learned from the people who worked for the shop throughout the years, 
and I gradually started knowing more and more, and just sort of learned it all,” 
the 40-year-old McHugh says, explaining how, from a very young age, he grew 
up developing film, enlarging photographs, selling art supplies and anything 
else that needed doing at his father David McHugh’s constantly evolving 
business. He eventually moved from the photo department to framing, though 
it would be some time before he was deftly finding solutions to even the most 
complicated jobs. 


Still, in spite of his apparent mastery of his trade, McHugh scoffs at such titles. 
“People who call themselves a master of anything—aren’t,” he says. “There’s 
always something you can learn. It’s taken me until now to feel comfortable 
that I can do most things and be competent.” McHugh describes completing 
a wide range of projects, including framing all manner of two-dimensional 
art, sports memorabilia, jerseys, beach glass, seashells and so much more. 
“Everything that has a different shape is a different mount...We did a pair of 
Manny Pacquiao's shorts and I think the mat in it had like 16 different cuts in 
order to get the angles to go around this thing,” he says. “It’s all about solving 


problems and being resourceful, like a little MacGyver.” Continued on page 42

McHugh is more comfortable in the workshop than he is interacting with people, 
but he’s cultivated a keen eye for framing and often leads customers to just the 
right blend of frame, mat and glass during consultations. “I love the customers 
and I love doing it,” he says, describing an innate ability to read people and find 
what they want. 


Along with his framing talent, McHugh has also added an incredible amount 
of creativity and innovation to Hampton Photo Arts’ other offerings. Whether 
it’s “Instaframing” Instagram photos to be shown individually or in expansive 
arrangements, or exhibiting customers’ artwork at Ashawagh Hall each 
November, his ideas engage the community and keep Hampton Photo Arts 
relevant while the threat of online shopping looms large. “It’s not just making 
another picture frame. We can have fun with it, like putting gift certificates to 
local businesses in our picture frames,” McHugh says describing another smart 
initiative that sets his store apart from the competition. “It’s sort of like a Golden 
Ticket, so when someone buys a readymade frame from us and assembles it at 
home, they might get a gift certificate to another local business,” he explains. “It 
was just fun to do. It’s local helping local, you know, to cross-pollinate.” 


After three decades serving the community in the Bridgehampton Commons, 
Hampton Photo Arts opened their second store, HPA Southampton, in 2017. 
“There was a glass ceiling in Bridgehampton and we just ran out of space,” 
McHugh says. They first looked for an industrial space to manage their growing 
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workload, but ended up with a combination workshop and retail store at 21 
Windmill Lane in Southampton Village for just a little more money. “We've been 
able to stretch our legs here,” McHugh adds, noting that the new location offers 
all the same services and products with the addition of classes and rotating “artist 
takeover” exhibitions. 


Together, McHugh’s shops do it all, from consults with interior decorators, to 
home visits and art installations, pickups and delivery, custom mirrors, hanging 
gallery shows and even reprocessing low-resolution digital images into printable 
files. Readymade and custom frames are a large part of Hampton Photo Arts’ 
bread and butter, but McHugh says photo services—making high quality, archival 
prints for both private and commercial customers on a variety of materials— 
remains the largest segment of their business. 


“We do printing for Sotheby’s, we do printing for other commercial places, we 
do printing for artists, so we do a lot of printing and we do a lot of big printing,” 
he says. “That is a fair share of what makes the store go. It can’t be just framing, 
and the reason why we’ve been around for so long is we've been three-headed. 
If the photo end was down or we had a slow month, the art end would make up 
for it, or if the art end was down, the framing would make up for it,” McHugh 
continues. “So doing the three different services in one place, you can weather 
any storm.”

” ANEW RESIDENTIAL RENTAL LAW 


exposes landlords to suit for checking their prospective tenant’s eviction history. This new law 
provides, at Real Property Law §227-f, that “[n]o landlord of a residential premises shall refuse to rent 
or offer a lease to a potential tenant on the basis that the potential tenant was involved in a past 

or pending landlord tenant action or summary proceeding...” In fact, the law contains a rebuttable 
presumption that a violation has occurred, which presumption arises when a landlord requests such 
“information from a tenant screening bureau... or otherwise inspect[s] court records.” Furthermore, 
the law expressly authorizes the attorney general to prosecute landlords for violations of the law and 
provides for statutory penalties to be recovered against violating landlords. Landlords—don’t check 
your prospective tenant’s eviction history if you don’t want to get sued by the attorney general. 


While it is clear that landlords shouldn't check their prospective tenant’s eviction history if they don’t 
want to get sued under the new law, can a landlord outsource the screening job and require their 
real estate broker to check the history for them? Yes, it’s true that the law doesn’t expressly include 
the term “real estate broker.” A quick reading of the law may lead a clever landlord to think that they 
can circumvent the law by directing their real estate broker to screen the tenant for them. This is a 
terrible idea. In fact, the law expressly authorizes the attorney general to prosecute a landlord if their 
“agent or employee” violates the law. A real estate broker is an agent of the landlord, as expressly set 
forth throughout Article 12-A of the Real Property Law.

to screen the tenant creates exposure beyond the inclusion of the term “agent” in the authorization 

of the attorney general to prosecute under the new law. A landlord is also exposed for the acts of 

their real estate broker in checking a prospective tenant’s eviction history under basic agency law. In 
agency law, a landlord who hires a real estate broker is categorized as the principal whereas the real 
estate broker is categorized as the agent. Under agency law, and more specifically, the Doctrine of 
Respondeat Superior, when an agent violates the law, the principal is exposed to suit for such violation. 
So when a real estate broker violates the law on screening for evictions, the landlord becomes exposed 
to a lawsuit. Therefore, a landlord should not ask their real estate broker to screen prospective tenants 
for them. In fact, a landlord should do just the opposite and confirm that their real estate broker will 
not be checking the tenant’s eviction history via a letter expressly prohibiting the screening. 


The reason that a landlord should utilize a written CYA letter goes back to the term “agent.” Under the 
Doctrine of Respondeat Superior, an agent only causes their principal to be liable for their acts when 
such agent acts within the scope of their agency. By expressly limiting the scope of the agency, the 
landlord is protecting themselves from an overzealous or ill-informed real estate broker. 


Overzealous or ill-informed real estate brokers should get up to speed with the new law quickly. 
Regardless of the landlord limiting the scope of the agency, if a real estate broker screens the tenant 
and therefore exposes the landlord to suit, the landlord can, in turn, sue the real estate broker for a 
breach of fiduciary duties. Additionally, the landlord can report the real estate broker to the police and 
district attorney because screening for prior evictions may rise to the level of unlicensed engagement 
in the business of a private investigator, which is a misdemeanor pursuant to Article 7 of the General 
Business Law. As you can see, it’s a good thing to know alittle something called the law.

Best-selling author Wednesday Martin’s most essential accessory these days is neither her Birkin bag nor her iPhone. It’s her fluorescent pink clitoris 
necklace. It could be easily confused for a Keith Haring figure or even a fishing lure to the uninitiated, but Martin uses the erotic sculptural bauble as a 
teaching tool and visual aid. Martin is notorious for her hilarious, wise and revelatory Primates of Park Avenue, a examination of the parenting practices of 
the extreme elite in the wilderness that is the Upper East Side of Manhattan.

Everyone from 
Carl Bernstein to the nanny who stole the husband last summer, add that to 
an environment where parents overindulge their children. It’s like your 
head explodes.

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Bald Eagle Stolen from Quogue Wildlife Refuge Still Missing

@ ee Quogue Wildlife Refuge is still currently 
searching for Sam, the bald eagle who has 
lived under their. care for 31 years. According to 
Kimberly Stever of the Quogue Wildlife Refuge, 
Sam’s cage was cut open sometime between 2:15— 
4:15 a.m. on Tuesday, July 16. 
The Quogue Village Police, Suffolk County 
Police, SPCA of Nassau and Suffolk counties and 
_the New York State DEC have been involved 
in the search. Suffolk County Crime Stoppers 
_and the Nassau County SPCA have both offered 
$5,000 rewards for his return. Additionally, the 
United States Fish & Wildlife Service, who were 
responsible for Sam’s original placement at the 
refuge, are involved in the search. As bald eagles 
are a federally protected species, the involvement 
_ of these federal agencies is not unusual. 
According to Stever, Sam originally came to the 
Quogue Wildlife refuge in 1988 after being illegally 
shot and injured by a poacher, leaving him with 
one wing. As a result, Sam is unable to hunt or 
survive in the wild. The Quogue Wildlife Refuge is 


gravely concerned by Sam’s disappearance, Stever — 


explains, but emphasizes, “Our real goal is to get 
Sam back healthy so he can live out the rest of his 
years with us.” 
The Quogue Wildlife Refuge could not comment 
_on the specific penalties those who stole Sam could 
face, but according to the Bald and Golden Eagle 
Protection Act passed in 1940, it is prohibited 
to take, possess, transport, export, import, sell, 
purchase, barter, or offer to sell, purchase or 
barter any bald or golden eagle, alive or dead, 
including any part, nest or egg, unless allowed by 
permit. Amendments to the law in 1972 increased 
_ penalties for violators to carries a maximum fine 
_ of $5,000 or one year imprisonment. A felony 
conviction could result in a maximum fine of 
$250,000 or two years imprisonment. 


Sam came to the Quogue Wildlife 
‘Refuge in 1988 after being illegally 
shot and injured by a poacher. As 
a result, Sam is unable to hunt or 
survive in the wild. 


It should be noted that, with the exception of 
those who are verified members of a federally 
recognized Native American tribe, owning even 
the feather of a bald eagle is a federal offense. In 
2018, Governor Andrew Cuomo publicly spoke 

of keeping an eagle’s feather on his mantlepiece. 
At the time, a spokesman for Cuomo explained 
that upon realizing the crime, the Governor made 
plans to donate the feather to the U.S Fish & 
Wildlife service or return it to the river where it 
was found. 

Let’s hope that Sam, too, is returned in good 
health to his dedicated caretakers.

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The Retreat Supports Domestic Abuse Survivors on the East End

hen people look at domestic violence from 
an outsider’s perspective, the reaction is 
often simple and linear. “Why not just call the 
police and leave?” one might ask upon hearing 
that someone’s partner has abused them. In 
reality, it’s just not that simple. Abuse of any kind 
is often a gradual, pervasive process that begins 
with subtle incidents and escalates to violence 
before the victim has a chance to realize they’re in 
a dangerous situation. Established as a nonprofit 
organization 1987, The Retreat does everything it 
can to both protect survivors of domestic abuse 
and to prevent abuse from occurring and its 
services are far-reaching. The Retreat provides 
domestic violence and sexual assault services 
throughout Eastern Long Island, and its pivotal 
mission is why Dan’s Corona MonTaco will help 
support the long-running organization. 
“Abuse comes in all forms,” says Ellie Kurrus, 
of the Board Directors at The Retreat. Kurrus 
began her work with The Retreat as a hotline 
volunteer. “When I would answer the hotline we 
had a form that [callers] had to answer. Some 

of the questions you'd ask would be, “Were you 
physically abused? Were you mentally abused? 
Were you financially controlled? Were you 
sexually abused? Were you raped?’ It went on 
and on, and often—in most cases—they checked 
every single box.” 

The Retreat is most known for’its emergency 

shelter, which provides clothing, beds and other 


vital. resources for survivors, but Executive. 


Director Loretta Davis notes that the shelter has 

‘18 beds, most of which are occupied by kids under 
the age of 12. Throughout its many programs, 
The Retreat serves about 1,200 clients a year—a 
staggering number. “We strongly encourage 
people to get counseling, if they want a protective 
order they go forward with that, we help them get 
jobs, they have to look for housing, all of that, but 
it’s a lot of clients,” Davis says. 

Kurrus notes that financial control is often 
where the abuse begins. Because of this, many 

people who seek out The Retreat go through 
an educational workshop on how to handle 
money, so they can learn (or re-learn) how to be 
financially independent. Financial education is 
just one of the services The Retreat provides. The 
organization visits all public schools on the East 
End to talk about healthy relationships. Half the 
services are direct outreach services to victims 
and survivors, while half are prevention-based. 
For example, Davis, explains, “We work with 
young fathers who have not abused but who are 
at risk.” 

The results, both Davis and Kurrus believe, are 
often remarkable. “I know one individual who 
came to us for help, and what she does now is 
speak to other groups about abuse. Only when 
you speak about will others speak up,” Davis 
says. “Now she has a job where she’s working to 
help others and is working on her degree in social 
work.” Kurrus, who has more experience with the 
hotline, recalls a story that deeply touched her. 
“The first call I got when I answered the hotline, 
a woman called...she was looking for shelter, 
and I’m going through my list of questionnaires, 
and she starts telling me her story about how 
her boyfriend locked her in the apartment, beat 
her, took her phone,” she says. “She climbed 
out the fire escape by somehow prying herself 


through these steel bars and ran to the police 
for help. Meanwhile, I’m sitting in my nice, 
comfortable air-conditioned office answering 
the phone! I don’t know what ever happened 
to this woman, but generally, the abuse has 
continued for years and years, and when they 
call us, they’re in serious danger.” 

The Retreat is a hugely important 
organization, and it is always looking for 
more volunteers and funding. To find more 
information about volunteering or donating, 
visit theretreatinc.org. gB.

Court building that had in the 1950s had been used 
as a storage warehouse for the businesses in town 
and thought | might like to see them. 

They'd found them in a filing cabinet. (That 
building today is the Montauk Playhouse.) They were 
made out to McGregor Sportswear, to oer s Ice 
Cream and to Eastman Kodak. 

| found photos of myself with various celebrities, 
including Mel Brooks, Mario. Cuomo and Bill Clinton. 
| found a letter sent to me by Robert F. Kennedy, 
thanking me for the work | was doing to save 
the Montauk Lighthouse from being knocked down. 
This was one year before he was assassinated in 
1967. 

Perhaps most interesting of all, | found a 
single sheet of paper which has written on it, 
longhand, various expenses and incomes | incurred 
running Dan’s Papers which seems to have resulted 
ina decline in my finances to the tune of $844.15. 
Among the things listed as costs are “damaged 
truck” for $250, “debt for VW engine and rental” 
for $650, a payment to “Jeff” for “legwork for 
deadbeats,” and to “Mike” for $671.50 for “layout.” 
| print a copy of this piece of paper here. As you 
can see it is dated [2/3I/7I, a year’s summing up, or 
at least messed around with for details, for Dan’s 
Papers for that year. 

Some of the objects | found include a model 
bi-plane made entirely out of a Diet Coke can. 
| recall buying this at a yard sale in Memphis, 
Tennessee when | went there in the early 1990s. 
| found my high school diploma. | found a plaque 
awarded to me by Dr. Randolph for a concert 
competition at the Randolph Music School in 1944 
when | was five. | played piano. | even found a 
bullseye target | shot up while at Camp Makenac in 
Lenox, Massachusetts when | was Il. Except for one 
stray, | got the bullseye in every shot | fired. 

Now don’t be asking how an Il-year-old gets to fire 
a rifle at a camp. This was a long time ago. We did 
stuff like that then. 

| found a folder that was labeled “idea for an 
article—1969.” Inside were IO sheets of paper. 

Here’s the story to those IO sheets. Back then 


everybody worked on typewriters. There were stores _ 


that sold them. Sometimes you could wander in and 
a typewriter would be on display with a sheet of 
paper in it so you could try it out. Sometimes there 
were old sheets of paper next to it just lying there 
all typed on. These were those sheets of paper, all 
filled with what maybe I0O shoppers wrote on a 
typewriter in a store. | LOVE SUSAN. THIS IS TOO 
HEAVY TO BUY FOR ME. | WONDER HOW MUCH 
THIS IS. THE LAZY FOX JUMPED OVER THE MOON. 
SCOOBY SCOOBY DOOBY DOO. Apparently, in 1969, 
| had thought to write a story about these ramblings 
for Dan’s Papers but never got around to it. 

| would like to comment briefly about the entry 
on that piece of paper for “debt for VW engine. and 
rental.” It is on my mind. 

Back there in 1971 (Nixon was President. The war 
in Vietnam was winding down), | would, as we do

vans that we fill with bundles of newspapers to 
make the deliveries to the various stores in town. 
| had been in the habit of buying a new van every 
three or four years from Ben Hull of Hull Chevrolet 
in Southampton for approximately $3,500. That was 
a lot of money back then. But | spent it because | 
had to fill these vans up with about 3,000 pounds of 
newsprint for each delivery. They were rated at one 
ton. They could do that. 

One year, | saw an ad for Volkswagen. They 
had come out with a new van that, the ad said, 
could hold 3,000 pounds. It was not a big part of 
the ad, just one of the details. But that caught 
my eye because the cost of this van was just 
$1,800. | went over to the Volkswagen dealership 
in Southampton (there was one), and talked to a 


_ salesman about it. The vans were all shiny new. | 


took one for a drive. This was great! | talked further 
to him about it. Pickup was pretty crappy. My 
two Chevy Vans had 250-horsepower engines. This 
van had only a 48-horsepower engine. He assured 
me the van would hold 3,000 pounds and pointed to 
it again right there in the specs. 

One hundred days later—l remember it was 
100 days exactly—the engine of this van blew on 
the Montauk Highway: in Water Mill right by the turn 
off to the Old Mill. | got called at the office. We went 
out with the Chevy Van and a tow rope. There it 
was, filled to the brim with bundles of newspapers. 


. 3,000 pounds of Dan’s Papers. We towed it back to 


the office. The engine was beyond repair, but the 
dealership said they would stand behind it and put 
in a new one even though the warranty was just for 
90 days. 

The note on this piece of paper “debt for VW 
engine and rental” is not for the exploding of 
this engine. It is for the exploding of that second 
engine, which came I40 days later on Butter 
Lane in Bridgehampton with the van also filled to the 
brim with newspapers and off on a route. After that 
happened, and | learned that this time they were 
enforcing the 90-day rule, | strode in to point out to 
them that right there in black and white it says the 
van will hold 3,000 pounds. 

“It says it will HOLD it,” the Vice President told 
me. “It doesn’t say you can DRIVE it anywhere.” 

By the way, in the yellow pages of the telephone 
book in that era, | now was able to discover there 
were pages and pages of listings for firms selling 
“Rebuilt VW Engines.” This was a whole industry. 

| guess you've realized by now | am an 
unreconstructed pack rat. | save everything. 
Someday, after the apocalypse destroys all life on 
Earth as we know it and intelligent aliens arrive 
to see what’s what, they will set-up an entire 
committee to reconstruct my life here. 

| had also initially decided, in the final days 
before our move, that | would throw all this stuff 
out. It was 4 p.m. | threw out an entire box filled 
with brochures from various hotels and tourist 
sites | had been to in my travels over the years 
(Guatemala, the Canary Islands, the Soviet Union, 
Martinique, New Zealand and by count 48 other 
countries) and then, after going home and going 
to bed in a state of hysteria, | returned the next 
morning to try to get them all back out of the 
trash—but it had already been picked up. | felt 
terrible. 

| talked to friends. The consensus was—why throw 
everything out? | have no answer for that. To make 
room? | have plenty of room. | read an article in The 
New York Times which consisted of an interview 
with former astronaut and Congressman John 
Glenn who this year is 91, and he acknowledges he 
is a packrat and he says he has all his paraphernalia 
in 140 plastic tubs. | am nowhere near that. But if he 
can do it, | can do it.

This Week's Cover Attist: Melissa Hornung 


M elissa Hornung is many things, including a 
painter, foxhunter, polo player and horse 
rider. This week’s cover reflects Hornung’s love 
of the East End, with its lush and starry night— 
and, with the August 2 Dan’s 60 Summers Gala 
only a week away, a Dan’s Papers twist.

Where do you find inspiration for your 
work? 

I find inspiration in everything that I see. I live 
on a horse farm in Kentucky. We have all kinds 
of animals—domestic as well as wild. There is so 
much beauty in nature, whether it’s a fiery sunset 
disappearing behind the horses and making them 
a silhouette, a humming bird passing by or 
the crowded hustle at the farmers market in 
Lexington, complete with live bluegrass music 
bands, the Amish farmers and the abundant 
array of colorful fruits and vegetables laid out for 
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our display. There is beauty in all things 
if you look for it. 


How would you describe your art 
style? ee, 

‘Tm a realist and I identify most with 
Impressionism. I love the contrast of 
colors in a Michelangelo and the looseness 
and light in a Monet. I did a studied of 
Degas’s ballet dancers and I’ve admired 
the work of Rembrandt and the. technic 
of Chiaroscuro, the fine contrast of light 
to dark, seen in many early European 
paintings. I would say that my style is 
very much a blend of the artists that I 
have admired and I have made it my own. 


Tell us about your love of horses. 
_ Horses have become my life. My mother 
rode and she exposed us to horses and 


riding at a very young age. We went to | 


polo games and jumping events, even 
rodeos. You never forget, brushing them 
for the first time, touching them and 
smelling their mane in your hands as you 
stroke their neck. My first ride was in 
Palm Springs, California at 9 years old. It 
was one of those places that basically puts 
you in a saddle on a horse and tells you 
not to run back to the barn at the end. We 
rode off into the Topanga Canyon at the 
base of a mountain, with nothing but sand 
under our feet, tumble weeds, cactus and 
a stream of water that came down from 
the mountain that we gallows through. I 
had never felt so free. We ran back to the 


barn too, it was all I could do to hold on 
for my dear life, yet even that was a thrill: 
After that experience, I knew I would one 
day have my own horse. I have 9 now and 
two donkeys. I’ve been a hunter jumper, 


‘a foxhunter and a polo player. We owed a 


polo club in Wellington, FL and I taught 
people how to ride and play. When I’m 
not riding my horses that are right here in 
my own back yard, I enjoy just watching 
them graze with their tails swishing in 
the wind. 


What are some of your favorite 
places in the Hamptons? 

Wow, where do I begin and where 
do I stop? It’s really hard to describe 
the Hamptons in a few words and the 
places that make this second home so 
special to come back to. Sunset Beach 
and the boat ride to get there has to be a 
favorite. I never make a trip there without 
stopping into Bobby Van’s and Pierre’s 
in Bridgehampton, Sant Ambroeus in 
Southampton, The American Hotel in Sag 
Harbor, Nick and Toni’s in East Hampto 
and I always try and it’s always a treat to 
make it to the Surf Lodge and Gurney’s 
in Montauk. I love it all, really. It’s really 
such a very special place and a place I am 
proud and grateful to be a part of it. #&

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Anything You Can Do, Alexandxa Socha Can Do Better 


he only child of two performers, Broadway actress 
Alexandra Socha felt the yearning for the stage 
at a very young age. “I think it’s in my genetics—I 
really do,” she says. Now, she’s bringing her innate 
talent to Bay Street Theater for a new rendition of 
the classic musical Annie Get Your Gun, known for 
Broadway standards including “Anything You Can Do” 
and “There’s No Business Like Show Business.” 
Socha performed in her first community theater 


production with her mother at age 5 and joined the | 


Peacock Players of Nashua. She made her Broadway 
debut as a teenager in Spring Awakening and has 
since appeared in a number of shows on and Off- 
Broadway, including Actually, Fun Home and, most 
recently, Head Over Heels. In addition to her theater 
roles, she was a series regular on Red Oaks and has 
recurred on Royal Pains, The Big C and Damages. 
For her Bay Street Theater debut, she'll portray 
Annie Oakley, the real-life teenage sharpshooter who 
bested marksman Frank Butler in a shooting match 
and later brought her talents to Buffalo Bill’s Wild 
West show. While the plot of Annie Get Your Gun, 
written by Dorothy Fields with music by Irving Berlin, 
is based on Oakley’s story, it largely deviates from its 
source material, adding more romance, drama and 
sho-tunes and changing the way certain events play 


out. Oakley was originally portrayed by the legendary 


Ethel Merman in 1946, when she was 38 years old. 
Socha is considerably younger at 29, which gives 
her a fresh perspective when becoming this historic 
character. “While she might be a teenager in age, 
I don’ think, in spirit or behavior, she feels at all 
childish, because no part of her has actually gotten to 
be a child,” she explains. “She’s been working to feed 
her family since she was a very young kid, so she had 
to give up her childish ways very early on.”

While the play notoriously reverses Oakley’s victory 
against Butler, opting instead for her to forfeit the 
match to spare his ego and win his heart, Socha has a 
unique insight into the reasoning behind this historical 
fiction. “[My grandmother] went to college back in the 
40s and met my grandfather there. They fell in love 
and were both running for president of the politics 
club, and she tells the story of how he won by one vote, 
which was her vote,” she retells. “My grandmother was 
really strong, quietly strong, and my grandfather was 
an amazing man, but his ego could get bruised much 
more easily. I look at that moment as my grandmother 
going, ‘You know what, I’m fine. He needs this more 
than I need it...I want to be with you, and it doesn’t 
mean I'll give myself up forever, but let me show you 
that I actually don’t care about being better than you.” 
She adds, “I don’t see that action of voting for my 
grandfather as a sign of weakness; I see it as a sign of 
strength in her time and her circumstances.” 

Director Sarna Lapine’s Bay Street rendition 
of Annie Get Your Gun works off the 1946 and 
1966 scripts, and she’s tweaked the story slightly to 
make it clear that Butler (Matt Saldivar) and Oakley 


must both forgo their egos for love. Another change 
lies with the musical’s offensive portrayal of the 
Native American Sitting Bull, now cast with Parks 
and Recreation’s Jonathan Joss. His dialogue has 
been adjusted to no longer sound like a stereotype, 
and Oakley’s song “I’m an Indian, Too” got the boot. 
Despite script updates and a bluegrass Americana 
orchestration style, Socha is confident that “no one 
is going to feel like they’re not watching Annie Get 
Your Gun—they'll know what they’re seeing.”

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Robyn Adele Anderson Gets Jazzy with Postmodenn Jukebox 


ost acts that come to Westhampton Beach 

Performing Arts Center (WHBPAC) are 
pretty self-explanatory—a Broadway star one 
week, a pop music sensation the next—then 
there’s Scott Bradlee’s Postmodern Jukebox 
(PMJ), a wildly popular rotating musical 
collective. “It’s not a typical band where it’s like 
four people. Nope, it’s like hundreds of people, 
popping in and out,” says frequent PMJ singer 
Robyn Adele Anderson. 

PMJ debuted on YouTube in 2011, when 
Bradlee, a music arranger and jazz musician, 
and some friends began posting videos that 
reimagined today’s popular songs in the genres 
of yesteryear, such as ragtime, jazz and Motown. 
“PMJ started off as a group of friends that all 
already knew each other,” Anderson says. “But 
of course everyone, especially musicians in a 
big city, has:their own network of other musicians 
that they know for a fact are really talented and 
they can recommend, so basically if one person 
wasn’t available to do a video, they would 
recommend their friend...Scott has built this extensive 
roster of musicians and singers to pull from. He tries 
to keep it rotating so everyone can have a turn and a 
chance to be a part of it.” 

Anderson met Bradlee after seeing him 
perform jazz in New York City, and the two 
struck up a friendship that involved many a 
karaoke night, leading to Bradlee realizing that 
his new friend was an untapped source of 
singing potential. “As much as I loved music in 
high schooland college, I certainly never thoughtit wasa 
realistic career to pursue,” she says. “I was doing exactly 
what I went to school for, exactly what I wanted to do, 


and I thought, “Well, for the music stuff, I can always 
just do karaoke. Even the idea of an open night was 


scary and terrifying.” 
The PMJ YouTube channel was_ met 
with - moderate success in the beginning, 


until Anderson joined the collective for a 


-grandpa-style cover Macklemore’s “Thrift Shop” 


in 2013. The video quickly went viral, garnering 
over one million views in its first week (at 
the time of writing, it sits at 15.6 million views). 
The album containing the song, Introducing 
Postmodern Jukebox, reached No. 8 on _ the 
Billboard Jazz album chart. From there, the 
musical collective saw a substantial increase in 
followers, video views, shows, editorial features and 
guest performers. 
Though many 


factors contributed to 


the success of PMJ’s “Thrift Shop” cover, 
including the then-popularity of the song 
and the improved visuals compared to 
previous videos, it can’t be denied that 
Anderson’s stunning vocals played a major 
part as well. Surprisingly, she hadn't 
considered herself musically inclined up to 
| that point. “The funny thing is, I wasn’t even 

-a singer before I started singing with them. 
I actually worked in the nonprofit sector and 
was on a completely different career path,” 
Anderson points out, alluding to her social 
work with the ANSOB Center for Refugees. 
“It was just a happy accident that happened.” 

Similar to the wild, lavish parties found in 
The Great Gatsby, PMJ shows encourage 
audience members to dance, sing along and dress 
for the occasion, although Anderson explains 
that outfits from any decade are welcome. “Or 
you can come in your pajamas—there are no rules,” 
she quips. 

“No genre is off the table—it’s not just Top 
40 songs, we'll do songs that were popular in the 
80s and ’90s, and we'll cover them in a genre 
that is the complete opposite of the original,” 
Anderson explains. “I think. maybe people come 
expecting to see some nice, classic jazz, but then 
were singing Taylor Swift and Miley Cyrus,” 
she says. “But it still sounds like music that’s familiar 
and nostalgic to them. I think that’s the reason why 
people of all ages love Postmodern Jukebox.” fi

he Artists Alliance of East Hampton (AAEH) is set 
to host their 32nd annual Open Studio Tour next 
weekend, August 3 and 4. 

Turning the conventional summer art exhibition on 
its head, the Open Studio Tour features the work of 
13 artists in as many spaces, each of their own private 
studios. Guests are invited to attend the studios of 
these visual artists and members of the AAEH to meet 
them and tour their studio spaces, with the opportunity 
to buy their work. 

The AAEH was originally founded as the Jimmy 
Ernst Artists Alliance in the memory of Ernst by friends 
in 1984. Ernst was the son of German surrealist Max 
Ernst and was himself an internationally recognized 
abstract painter who spent the later part of his life living 
and working in East Hampton. The Artists Alliance 
was founded to carry out Ernst’s vision for.an East 
End artistic community and for the last 35 years has 


hosted events and circulated newsletters to complete ~ 


their mission of strengthening and supporting the 
interests of the creative community living and working 
on eastern Long Island. 

The Open Studio Tour is one of many ways the 
organization looks to support the working artists in the 
area. Unlike traditional group exhibitions, where the 
work of several artists are collected and curated into 
one gallery space, the Open Studio Tour preserves the 
identity of the artist by displaying their work in their 
active studio. 

“What we have done over the years is have artists

to see how they work and the tools 
that they use,” Samuelson says, 
describing how this type of show 
offers an increased intimacy with 
and appreciation of the work of the 
artists.

On those 
sweltering summer days, we all need to stay 
hydrated, so drinking water is important for 
our overall health. But there’s actually no real 
data to show you need eight glasses of water to 
keep your skin hydrated. There’s also no data 
to show that drinking less than eight glasses of water 
will cause skin dehydration. No matter what you are 
drinking, or not drinking, I say nothing beats applying 
a good moisturizer after you shower. 

3. A BASE TAN WILL PROTECT YOU FROM THE 
SUN. Sorry, folks. The only real way to protect you 
from the sun is to sit in the shade and to apply your 


sunscreen. Even I used to believe this when I was 
younger, but it is completely a myth. As my husband 
explains, “Any time your skin gets darker, it means 
there has been some degree of damage from the sun.” 
So, if you sit outdoors unprotected, even if you already 
have a tan, you are exposing yourself to harmful 
UV rays that damage your skin cells’ DNA and can 
cause skin cancer later in life. Do you smoke just 


one cigarette to protect yourself against lung 
cancer? Certainly not. The same analogy holds 
true here. 

4. SHAVING WILL MAKE YOUR HAIR GROW 
THICKER. For years, I suffered the pain of 
waxing because I truly believed this myth. But 
it is just that—a myth. While waxing pulls the 
hair out from its root, allowing a tiny, new 
hair to grow, shaving cuts the hair where it 

‘is thickest. This means the hair may appear 
to be thicker, but in reality it is just growing 
back where it left off. Genetics and hormones, 
not shaving, are the only factors that cause 
hair to grow thicker and lead to more hair 
to growth. 

5. GREASY FOOD WILL MAKE YOU BREAK 
OUT. How many times did your mother warn 
you not to eat fried foods when you were 
younger because they’d cause pimples? Well, 
your diet can definitely affect your skin, but 
rather than the grease, it’s the sugar that 
can cause breakouts. So, if you are having a 
barbecue this summer, it’s more likely the bun 
than the burger that will cause your pimple. 
That being said, you shouldn’t touch your

Hamptons Street Names Explained: 


oes Gin Lane have to do with Prohibition? 
Who was Stephen Hand and why does he 
have a Path? Let’s find out! 
GIN LANE, SOUTHAMPTON 
“Gin” is an old English term for a “common 
grazing area.” Cattle were ginned here. This 
is also whence Gin Beach in Montauk got 
its name. 
SCUTTLE HOLE 
ROAD, BRIDGEHAMPTON 
The story is that a peddler broke down or 
upset his cart by getting into a slough or hole. 
Asked how he got out, he replied “Oh, I had 
to scuttle to do it.” This is from Memorials of 
Old Bridgehampton, published 1916, which 
included this cheerful verse as well: 
THE CURSE OF SCUTTLE HOLE 
Beware all strangers where you roam 
Or leave the tranquil bliss of home; 
Neer at the peril of your soul, 
Plant foot in cursed Scuttle Hole. 
May Scuttle Hole not a blessing know, 
While water runs or grass shall grow; 
But evils fall as fast as they can. 
On ground accursed by God and man. 
The Judgment Day is rolling round, 
And Scuttle Hole shall hear the sound 
Of demons, who shall ring the knell, 
And Scuttle Hole go down to H--. 
POXABOGUE LANE, SAGAPONACK 
Derived from the Algonquian word Paugasa-baug, 
meaning “a pond that widens.” 
STEPHEN HAND’S PATH, EAST HAMPTON 
Stephen Hand was one of the original settlers of

East Hampton. He was born in 1635, England, died 
1693, East Hampton. On November 3, 1668, Hand 
granted the Town of East Hampton leave to put a 
highway through his woodland, 12 feet wide, “only to 
drive carts and oxen in yoake & to ride & lead a horse 
through; not to drive cattle through out of yoake”. 
DANIELS HOLE ROAD, EAST HAMPTON 
A “hole” is what a cranberry bog was called. 
According to Henry Parsons Hedges, who wrote the 
history of East Hampton in 1898, Daniel is most likely 
Daniel Osborn, who owned the land. 
PUDDING HILL LANE, EAST HAMPTON 
Supposedly in 1776 a local housewife made a steamed 
pudding which smelled so good, the Redcoats wanted 


some. A loyal patriot, the lady spilled the 
dessert rather than give any to the soldiers. 
EGYPT LANE, EAST HAMPTON 


A resident said the street was 
“as dark as Egypt” because of the 
overhanging trees. 

SOAK HIDES ROAD, 
EAST HAMPTON 


Near Tanbark Creek, where hides were 
soaked before tanning. “Tanbark” is the 
bark of certain trees used for tanning 
hides into leather. The words “tannin,” 
“tanning,” “tan,” and “tawny” are derived 
from the Medieval Latin tannare, “to 
convert into leather.” 

SAMMYS BEACH ROAD, 
_ EAST HAMPTON 

Named after Samuel Parsons, who 
owned the land in 1731. 

LOUSE POINT ROAD, SPRINGS 

Supposedly “so barren it wouldn’t support even 
a louse.” 

PROMISED LAND ROAD, NAPEAGUE 

This was the site of the Smith Meal Fish Factory 
which processed bunker into fishmeal. The area used 
to smell so bad, it was said to “stink to high heaven.” 

SCHOOL LANE, MONTAUK 

The old house adjoining the lane was Montauk’s 
first one-room schoolhouse, built in 1899 as part of the 
Amagansett School District. ga.
